whether the Standing Orders of this House have been complied with, 
and report the same, together with the matter of the said Petition, 
to the House.

That whenever any Petition shall have been referred to a whenPeti- 
Committee, to examine the matter thereof, and report the same, as a"prtTtkmm«y 
it shall appear to them, to the House, no Petitioners be heard by ^ ***^ 
themselves or Counsel, against such Petition, until the matter thereof 
shall liave been reported.

That there be Seven clear Days, between the Second Reading of 
every Private Bill, and the sitting of the Committee thereupon. 

11. 
That Notice in writing of the Day and Hour on which the 
Committee on the Bill is appointed to sit, be given, by the Agent 
soliciting the Bill, to the Clerks in the Private Bill Office, Three 
clear Days before any such Committee shall sit ; and that the Pro- 
ceedings of every Committee which shall sit without such Notice, 
be void. 

12. 
That the Chairman of the Committee upon any Private Bill, so 
soon as any such Committee is appointed, may (in cases where the 
House has given power to such Committee to send for persons papers 
and records) issue an Order accordingly, so that such persons papers 
and records may be in readiness for the Committee to proceed upon 
at the expiration of the Seven Days.

be expressed therein.

That such Notices be inserted Three times in the montlis of 
August and September^ or eitlier o\ them, immediately preceding 
the Session of Parliament in which such Application is intended to 
be made, in some one and the sanie Newspiiper of every County 
through which sucli Road passes, or is intended to pass ; or, if there 
is no such Paper printed tlierein, tlien in the Newspaper of some 
County adjoining or near thereto ; and if the said Road is situate 
within the Bills of Mortality, then the said Notices be in like 
manner inserted in the London Gizette : And that such Notices 
(printed or written on paper) be atKsed to the Door of tlie Sessions 
House where the General Quarter Sessions of the Peace shall be 
liolden for every County Riding or Division, through which such 
Road passes, or is intcndetl to pass, at the Michaelmas preceding the 
said Session of Parliament.

Resolved, THAT for the due execution of an Act, passed in the 28th year of 
His present Majesty, intituled, " An Act for the further Regulation of the Trials of 
'■ Controverted Elections or Returns of Members to serve in Parliament,'' and of 
an Act passed in the present Session of Parliament, intituled, " An Act for 
" amending and renderiDg more effectual, the Laws for the Trials of Controverted 
" Elections and Returns of Members to serve in Parliament," so far as the same 
respect the Recognizances thereby required to be entered into by any Person 
having presented a Petition to this House, complaining of an undue Election or 
Return, or of the omission of a Return, or of the insufficiency of a Return, it is 
expedient that the Examiners of Sureties to be appointed by virtue of the said Acts, 
should attend, for the purpose of examining the sufficiency of any Surety or Sureties 
to be named in such Recognizance, in one of the Committee Rooms belonging to 
this House, at such time or times, within the time limited by the said Acts, as shall 
be appointed by such Examiners ; and that such Examiners do give due Notice in 
writing to be hung up in the Lobby of the House of Commons, of the time and 
place of such intended Examination.
